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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that in the Applicant's 
process the dehydrogenation step is conducted upstream of the step of separating mixture (18) in the second separation column, and the 
stream that is dehydrogenated is a mixture of xylenes and ethylbenzenes not essentially pure ethylene. The Applicant's argument is not 
persuasive because the purpose of the Applicant and the references is the same: production of high purity styrene. The cited references 
are producing 99.8% pure styrene by first producing 99.8% pure ethylbenzene and then dehydrogenating it. The Applicant, is producing a 
mixture of styrene, ethyl benzene, and xylenes in the dehydrogenation step and then purifying the mixture to produce 99.8% pure styrene. 
See in Re Burhans, 154 F.2d 690, 69 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1946) (selection of any order of performing process steps is prima facie obvious 
in the absence of new or unexpected results). The Applicant argues that the distinguishing feature of the claimed invention is in the 
distilled raffinate which is subjected to hydrogenation contains only a minor content of ethylbenzene compared to meta-xylene and ortho- 
xylene. The Applicant's argument is not persuasive because this limitation has not been claimed. The Applicant argues about the 
advantages of the claimed invention set forth on pages 1 1 and 12. The Applicant's argument is not persuasive because the advantages 
set forth on pages 1 1 and 12 have not been claimed. The Applicant argues that styrene from stream (23b) is hydrogenated and then sent 
to isomerization unit (24). The Applicant's argument is not persuasive because this step is not supported by the specifications. 
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
